Engineer Morgan came here Mon- 
day from 
Pittsbufg, 
and 
in the 


afternoon 'Mayor 
Cassingham and 
cotmcil 
met

visited the 
site of the proposed 
bridge. The engineer pointed out 
that the ideal crossing in a town 
such- as is Coshocton 
is 
the 
overhead 
crossing, 
and 
showed 
that while this bridge would be ex- 
pensive it was" much more to be de- 
sired by the public than crossings at 
the streets suggested in .the past. 
They would always be a source of dan- 
ger, he said, if-from no other reason 
than that they were grade crossings, 
while this would be far above danger 
and a child may cross la safety. 
He 
thought itjwould be a good move for 
the company and believed it would be 
equally good for the city. The com- 
pany could in his opinion afford to be 
liberal in the construction of the 
bridge. 
Engineer Morgan explained to coun- 
cil tbat the bridge will be perhaps 200 
feet on toe east and 300 feet on the 
west side of the tracks, which with 
the distance ,-icross the tracks will 
make it an important structure. 
It 


will be 20 feet wide, he said, and will 
be set in the middle of the street, 
giving ample room for wagons to 
travel on each side, while on the west 
side it will be high enough for wagons 
to pass under as they travel along 
South Fifth street. 
The viaduct will be built of steel 
and will be so placed as to afford great 
convenience to-peisons employed at 
the Standard factory ot the Meek & 
Beach company. It will prove an out- 
let to that part of the city and will do 
away with dtiving far out of the way 
to cross the Pan Handle. The viaduct 
will be substantial in every way and 
if built to be like all bridges of the 
Pennsylvania company. 
Engineer Morgan would venture no 
estimate of the cost of the structure 
nor did he say what proportion the com- 
pany expects to bear. But he did say 
ne would send a surveying party here 
as soon as possible.probably this week 
and a survey would be made. 
It will 
then be possible to make an estimate 
of tue cost, and that will likely be 
submitted to council at the meeting 
t.o be held one week from this even- 
ink-There can be no doubt concerning 
the desire of the company to place a 
bridge at that point instead of put- 
ting in dangerous grade crossings, but 
how far this desire will go into dol- 
lars and cents council does not know. 
The opinion is expressed that even 
tbouph it costs the city some money the 
fact that it will do away with a danger 
that has existed for years and provide 
a 
convenience 
that has been 
needed for even a longer period will 
justify council in cooperating with 
tliu company.

ed to till that responsible position in

An- 
icipating it THE AGK answered it 
with the announcement as far as it 
was then possible. Today it can tell 
more of the gentleman and his work. 
Doctor Piatt is 34 years old, mar- 
ried and a member of the Christian 
church. 
He 
graduated from the 
Jniversity of Illinois at Urbana 1n 
.892 
with the degree of A. 
B. 
Two years later, after post-grad- 
uate work, he received the degree 
of A. M. from the same institution. 
He afterward studied in Germany 
where in July, 1897 he received the 
degre'e of Ph. D., from the University 
of Strassburg. His actiye profession- 
al experience covers the whole range 
of school work from the 
district 
school to the .university and he is at 
present assistant professor in theUni- 
versity of Illinois at Urbana. 
His 
success is shown by'the fact that in 
iis 11 years of experience as a school 
man only one year has passed without 
an increase in salary. 
Doctor Piatt's actual work as an ed- 
ucator consists of two years as a teach- 
er in the district school, one year In 
the high school at Hannibal, Missou- 
ri, and eight years in the University 
in Illinois. 
. 
His undergraduate work was taken 
with public school- work in view but 
circumstances have been such that a 
large part of his professional work has 
been in the university. He has stud- 
ied the school question from personal 
observation in Germany and -France^s 
well as in this country, and has pub- 
lished a couple of 'books for school 
use in the line of his own special de- 
partment at the university,' Romanic 
language.

Thought Passengers of the 111- 


Fated Steamer Paducah. 


BROKE IN TWO WHEN SHE STRUCK. 


Between Tweiity-Klve und Fifty 


sons Were Drowned According to 
the Latest Reports, a Majority of 
These Being Colored Roustabout*. 
Survivor's Story of liie Wreck. 
Carbondale, Ills.. May 14.—The Citv 


of Paducah, a Mississippi river pack- 
et, struck a snag and sank nearBrunk- 
hort's Landing, about four miles north 
of Grand Tower. Between 25 and 50 
people were drowned, only seven es- 
caping with their lives. The body of 
Dr. J. W.Bell of Bell's Landing. Tenn., 
was taken out of his state room. The 
remains of an unknown youns woman 
were "also recovered. 
- The passenger list has not been re- 
covered, A diver is searching for it. 
Only the texas and the hurricane deck 
are above water, which reaches to the 
skylights of the cabins. All the state 
rooms are completely filled with wa- 
ter. The steamboat drifted a third of 
a mile below the landing before she 
sank. The first mate was on the cabin 
deck and escaped by climbing through 
the skylight. It was supposed that 
most of the missing deckhands, who 
were on the .lower deck, were washed 
down the river. The boat lies down 
about 100 feet from the Illinois shore. 
The fore part of the hurricane deck 
is under water. She appears to be a 
total wreck. 


The coroner. C. E. Knauer of Mur- 


physboro. Ills., is holding an inquest, 
while the diver is searching for more 
bodies. Thomas Johnston of St. Louis; 
watchman of the boat, who is said to 
be among the lost, was 85 years eld, 
and had been a steamboat man for 60 
years. He lived in St. Louis. 


Rabbi Bloch had just retired for the 


night in a berth next to that occupied 
by his wife and daughter, when the 
boat struck the snag. No warning 
•whatever of impending danger was 
given. "The boat." he said, "took on 
at Fountain Bluff 1.500 sacks of corn. 
Some of us thought the boat was 
overloaded. When the vessel struck 
the snag she broke in two lengthwise, 
one side careening and going to the 
bottom at once, while the other float- 
ed. I happened to be on the floating 
part." The seven passengers saved 
are Jews.
